EDEN FEARS WAR 
IF PROPOSALS FAIL 


Foreign Secretary Ae- 
cused of ‘Surrender’ for 
Stand on Belligerency. 


LONDON, July 15.—(#)—For- 
eign Secretary Eden warned to- 
inight Europe would approach the 
“abyss” of war should non-inter- 
vention in Spain collapse, 

Defending his compromise plan 
for Europe’s neutrality—which no 
power has accepted—Eden told the 
house of commons “the govern- 
ments of Europe know that if non- 
intervention breaks down, the risks 
of European conflict are inevitably 
increased.” 

The crux of the debate was the 
Labor party’s opposition to grant- 
ing “limited” belligerent rights to 
the Spanish combatants. Labor 
Leader Clement Attlee charged 
Eden had “surrendered to the Fas- 
cist powers” by “submitting to a 
crude and obvious attempt” by 
Italy and Germany “to weigh the 
scales against the Spanish govern- 
ment.” 

Faces Alternative. 

Europe faced a definite alterna- 
tive, Eden answered, either the 
proposals “fail altogether or belig- 
erents rights will be granted and 
foreigners will be withdrawn” 
from Spain. 

“If they (the proposals) fail— 
and let us make no mistake about 
this—Europe will enter on a new 
and more perilous phase,” Eden 
declared.

“One boy several years ago had 
to stay in a hospital six months 
as the result of injuries he re- 
ceived when he was taken in a 
high school fraternity.

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Three weeks ago, the Citizens Committee of 
Johnstown, Pa., published an advertisement 
entitled, ““We Protest.”’ In that advertisement 
wé denounced the violence and intimidation 
which marked the organizing tactics of the C. I. O. 
in Johnstown. We stated as our opinion that it 
was the duty of the government to protect the in- 
dividual citizen in his legal rights, and we ap- 
pealed to Americans everywhere to help us make 
our views heard. 


The response was overwhelming. A total of 
$59,000 was received in over 5,000 individual 
contributions. Even more encouraging to us was 
the fact that representative citizens from 73 other 
communities agreed to meet with us in Johns- 
town, to discuss a peaceable solution to the pres- 
ent industrial strife. 


We have said before, and we repeat: This is not 
a question of being for or against unions. It is 
not a question of being for or against employers. 
We believe in the right to strike and the right to 
picket, peaceably and within the law. We believe 
in the right of the individual to continue working, 
if he so chooses, free of all intimidation.

It is Saturday and the biggest 
day of all in the market place,

HIGH'S 
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JOHN T. TOLER 

The death of John T. Toler, circulation man- 
ager of The Constitution for a quarter of a 
century, brings an end to a career marked by 
achievements which won national recognition. 

He was a charter member of the Interna- 
tional Circulation Managers’ Association, hav- 
ing been active in its affairs since its organi- 
gation in 1899. He was president of the organ- 
ization in 1933 and prior to that time had held 
every elective office, including more than 20 
years’ service on the board of directors. Under 
his guilding hand the circulation ef The Con- 
stitution steadily mounted until today it stands 
supreme in the southeast. 3 | 

As a member of The Constitution staff he 
was beloved and respected by all his associates 
in every department of this newspaper. His 
judgment commanded unfailing respect and 
his advice was frequently sought by executives 
in other departments. 

As a friend he was quiet, constant and gen- 
erous. Many younger men knew him as an 
adviser and benefactor who did much. to help 
them in the early days of their careers, and his 
generosity to the unfortunate, though done 
quietly, was proverbial. 

John Toler will be remembered as a Man 
who performed his work in life with genius 
that raised it close to perfection. His greatest 
monument, the one above all others that would 
please his spirit, is compounded of the warm 
friendship of his associates and the splendid 
record of achievement in his chosen field of 

life work. 


WHAT SHALL THE HARVEST BE? 

‘Way north of Alaska, in the Matanuska 
Valley, is a colony of farmers establislftd as a 
project of the federal government's resettle- 
ment program. Millions of dollars of taxpay- 
ers’ money has been spent on this experiment 
and, according to all reports, it is extremely 
doubtful if it will ever prove more than theo- 
retically successful. If that. 

Ever since the Matanuska colony idea was 
first projected the nation has wondered at the 
strange workings of the bureaucratic mind. 
There seems to be no answer to the puzzle as 
to why such a place as Alaska should be chosen, 
in all the territory of the United States, as the 
site of happy homes for people uprooted from 
their native soil in more moderate climatic 
zones. 

Why, with all the tens of thousands of acres 
of idle, fertile soil in the southeastern section 
of the country, the eye of officialdom turned 
to Matanuska, is a subject for fruitless specu- 
lation. 

However, there is intriguing interest and a 
sort of tragic humor in the latest report on 
Matanuska activities. 

It seems the farmers there wished to grow 
some wheat to feed their chickens, 50,000 of 
them, and other fowl. The government was to 
provide the seed. 

After all the red tape involved in govern- 
ment selection and ultimate purchase of the 
seed, after the conferences and arguments and 
requisitions, the officials in charge ordered the 
seed wheat. Now it has begun to show above 
the ground. 

And it turns out to be winter wheat, which 
should be planted in the fall and does not ma- 
ture when planted in the spring. 

Five tons of seed have been wasted, the col- 
onists will be without wheat for their poultry 
next winter, and some of them are wondering 
if they can sue the colony management for the 
loss of their time, labor and crop. 

Thus more tax revenues will have to be 
poured into this bureaucratic pipe dream. 

Of all the hair-brained projects of the bu-

HIGH SCHOOL FRATERNITIES 

Dr. Willis A. Sutton, superintendent of the 
Atlanta schools, asks co-operation of parents 
to solve what he styles as the “high school fra- 
ternity problem.’ 

The secret organizations have been banned 
by the city board of education, but nevertheless 
continue. to flourish, Dr. Sutton asserts. Many 
are organized, he declares, in the homes of the 
students, pointing out that school authorities 
have no jurisdiction there. 

High school students are too immature to 
appreciate the reasons for and the benefits in 
fraternities. While the college fraternity is 
founded upon the idea of service to its mem- 
bers and boasts many fine ethics in its avowed 
objectives, abuses have been known to creep 
in, even there. 

In high school organizations of this char- 
acter abuses are apt to predominate. The mem- 
bers have not reached a proper age for self- 
control and the so-called fraternities have, in 
some instances, developed into little more than 
schoolboy—or schoolgirl—gangs. 

In other cases they are too expensive for 
many students and in still other instances have 
initiated youngsters in sophisticated habits be- 
yond their years. Fraternity or sorority dances 
and parties that keep high school boys and girls 
out until 2 or 3 o’clock in the morning cannot 
be altogether desirable. 

Perhaps the Worst feature is the unneces- 
sary humiliation inflicted upon the students 
outside, those not “pledged” to any group. It 
makes these “left-outs” start life under the sad 
handicap of feeling that they lack some quality 
requisite to equal fellowship with their con- 
freres. 

Fraternities and sororities violate the spirit 
of democracy that is supposed to permeate the 
entire system of public schools in the city. Par- 
ents should give Superintendent Sutton full co- 
operation in his effort to stamp them out. 


CAPTAIN JOHN S. MADDEN 

The death of Captain John S. Madden, poet 
and retired army officer and penitentiary of- 
ficial brings to a close an interesting and un- 
usual career. 

After seeing distinguished service in the 
Spanish-American War and in the Philippine 
Islands, he retired from active army service. 
During the World War he returned to the army, 
seeing service overseas in 1917 and 1918. With 
the exception of these two years, his later life 
was spent in the United States penitentiary 
service. He was captain of guards at the At- 
lanta federal prison. 

He was best known to the world at large. 
however, as the writer of unusual poems of 
modern times. Displaying a rare understand- 
ing of human nature and a tender sympathy 
with the unfortunate, his verse attracted na- 
tion-wide acclaim. Some of his poems are in- 
cluded in the official school textbooks of some 
states. His first book of poems, “Poems of 
Life.” is announced for early publication. Many 
of the poems have appeared in the columns of 
The Sunday Constitution during the past few 
years. 

It is, in one sense, perhaps not surprising 
that a man whose life was largely spent in the 
rigid surroundings of army barracks and prison 


' should develop so tender a sympathy as is ex- 


pressed in Captain Madden’s verses. To an in- 
herently kindly soul such experiences often re- 
sult in greater development of the understand- 
ing heart. To others, untouched by the magic 
influence of the gentler things of life, such a 
career might bring about a hardening of the 
soul. , 

Captain Madden, fortunately for the world, 
belonged in the former category. His verse will 
stand as a lasting monument to one who sought 
always to help his fellow men and who never 
lost a firm faith in the intrinsic nobility of the 
human spirit.

The happy ending is not only true to life in America, but stories 
of that type have done much to make America what it is.

but its heroes were uniformly noble and its heroines were ladies. 
It gave boys the ambition to be brave and square and chivalrous. 

The old novels of the “Richard Carvel” type were propaganda 
for valor and decency. Every land has treasured such stories since 
time immemorial, for experience has shown that youngsters thrilled 
by the brave tales of heroes are inspired to imitate the conduct they 


admire.

In his analysis it 
is obvious that the test of capital- 
ism is not its ability to withstand 
communism but its ability to with- 
stand capitalism of the old school. 
That is something for all of us to 
remember. We must not let the 
excesses and inanities of radicals 
deliver us into the hands of reac- 
tionaries.

Capitalism can be made a suc- 
cess in this age of mass and ma- 
chine, it seems to this column, if 
two rules are recognized. One is 
that the flywheels of capitalism 
is competition; the other is ‘that 
the competition must be socially 
umpired. The task of maintaining 
and umpiring the competition 
upon which successful capitalism 
depends is the government’s. It is 
a task which requires almost as 
much governmental activity and 
“interference” as planned econ- 
omy does. But the ideal is totally 
different. The New Deal has 
managed to get along thus far 
with both ideals, apparently, but 
the time has come when it must 
choose.

Another thing that interested us 
in Mr. Milton’s address was his 
reference to technological unem- 
ployment. Sensibly recognizing

Dr. Milton P. Jarnigan, of the Georgia Col- 
lege of Agriculture, in an address delivered at 
Pine Mountain Valley, declares the value of 
Georgia farm products today to be more than 
double what it was at the nadir of the depres- 
sion. 

He follows this with the prediction that the 
products of Georgia’s fields and forests will 
continue to increase and cites the fact that the 
state’s progress in this respect in 1936 showed 
a gain of 13.3 per cent over 1935, a greater rate 
of advancement than the nation as a whole or 
for the south as a whole. 

He points to chemurgy, the science which 
discovers new uses for farm products, as indi- 
cating a tremendous agricultural and industrial 
development for Georgia in the next few years, 
saying that the prosperity of the state will be 
based upon use of agricultural products in fields 
not competing with foods and clothing. This 
he holds, will provide cash markets that will be 
always available to Georgia producers.

The action of the second court was so emi- 
nently proper, and that of the first one so im- 
proper, that they should serve to point the way 
to all courts. It is an almost universal judicial 
principle that full faith and credit in one country 
or state should be given to the actions of all out- 
side eourts.

There is something of a 
conflict between these two principles, especially 
in the matter of marriage and divorce. 

These two cases give emphasis to the need of 
a federal system of marriage and divorce, one 
principle of which would confine the annulment 
of marriage or the granting of a divorce to the 
courts of the general jurisdiction under which the 
marriage was entered into. United States courts 
would not then pass upon the legality of Mexican 
marriages or divorces, and Mexican courts would 
not sever marital ties made in the United States. 
The principle would hold regardless of what 
nationalities were involved. Until that time comes, 
should state courts refuse to consider divorce or 
annulments of marriage contracted in other 
states, much of the present looseness and scandal!

The July bulletin, published in 
Chicago, Ill, by the Smoke Pre- 
vention Association. states that 
their city has an annual loss of 
$43,000,000 from smoke. There is 
a factor causing this great annual 
loss that Atlanta does not have. 
We wish this could be understood 
by our people for it goes far to- 
ward the natural air conditioning 
problem your editorial brings out. 

The loss from smoke in Chica- 
go is largely caused by the coals 
they use which is mined from the 
Illinois and Indiana coal fields. 
The sulphur content runs as high 


as 8 per cent and never lower. 


than 4 per cent per pound. The 
sulphur must go into the air, it 
cannot be burned or consumed in 
small heating furnaces. The coal 
used in Atlanta comes from east- 
ern Kentucky and southern Ten- 
’ messee. It contains less than 1 per 
cent sulphur per pound of fuel. 

It is easily seen that Chicago, 
with a low pressure, damp atmos- 
phere, mist, rains, fog, snow and 


other dampness, mixing with the) 


high sulphur content of their fuel, 
would

| Youthful Convict 
In Break To Visit Ailing Brother 


Complete Investigation of 
Roy Glover Killing 
Will Be Sought. 


Death yesterday climaxed 17- 
year-old Roy Glover’s break for 
freedom Wednesday to visit his 
sick brother. 

Glover allegedly was shot by a 
guard as he attempted .to escape 
the Paulding county chain gang. 
He died about 5:30 o’clock yester- 
day morning at a private hospital 
here. 

His brother, Louis, 22, whom he 
was reported escaping to visit, 
was reported last night improving 
at Grady hospital. He had been 
in a critical condition. 

Shot Near Dallas. 

Roy was shot while working on 

the Dallas-Cartersville road, four 


miles from Dallas, camp officials 
reported. The fatal shot was al- 


legedly fired by Guard Roy Fuller.’ 


Doctors reported the bullet en- 
tered the body just above the hip 
and came out through the stom- 
ach, penetrating the _ intestines. 
Surgeons performed an emergency 
operation but it proved futile. 

While not a hard worker, Glover 
had never given the camp authori- 
ties trouble since he was trans- 
ferred to the Paulding gang June 
16, officials said. 

Clarence Glover, 32, another 
brother of the dead youth, an- 
nounced yesterday that he would 
seek a complete investigation of 
circumstances surrounding the fa- 
tal shooting. 

The youth was given a two-to- 
three-year suspended sentence in 
March, 1936, for auto larceny. The 
suspension was revoked in Novem- 
ber, 1936, prison commission rec- 
ords show, after the youth was 
arrested in DeKalb county on a 
minor charge. 

Two Charges Listed. 


Atlanta police records show two 
charges of attempted auto larceny 
lodged against Glover, one in 
March, 1936, and another in the 
following June. Disposition of the 
cases was not shown. 

His mother, Mrs. Ida Glover, of 
Route No. 1, Lakewood avenue, 
collapsed when told her son was 
dead. 

Besides the mother, surviving 
are three brothers, Clarence, Louis 
and Audine; two sisters, Mrs. R. 
T. Holbrook and Mrs. L. C. Bag- 
well. His father died in 1935. 

Funeral services will be held at 
11 o’clock tomorrow morning at 
the Pleasant View Baptist church, 
Cumming, with the Rev. C. L. 
Durham officiating. Burial will be 
in the churchyard.

Learned in Field 

He brought with him a profound 
knowledge of the mechanics of 
newspapering and an uncany abil- 
ity to keep a finger on the public 
| pulse. He knew what people want- 
ed and to the best of his ability 
he gave it to them. Men who knew 
him intimately say that he never 
stopped learning. He read avidly, 
especially trade papers but he kept 
an eye on other newspapers to see 
what they were doing. He never 
really took a vacation from his 
job; he would leave his desk, yes, 
but when away he was. either 
‘reading or talking shop with oth- 
er circulation men. His only hobby 
was The Constitution and build- 
'ing its circulation. 

While he knew his work, and 
iknew more about circulation than 
perhaps any other man, he was 
‘ever modest in his learning, Mr. 
| Toler never hesitated -to consult 
| his subordinates, weigh their 
| opinions, but he made his own de- 
cisions. Quiet, self effacing, ever 


presided over the 1933 ce conven- 
tion held in Chicago during the 
Century of Progress Exposition 
which had the largest attendance 
of any convention ever held in 
the history of the organization.

$194,536,063 Given Army 
for Non-Military Purposes;

15.—(4)—Noel Beddow, regional

CHINA HOARDS GOLD 


AT BRITISH COLONY 


SHANGHAI, July 15.—(P)— 
Chinese banks, including the 
Central Bank of China, which 
is owned by the central gov- 
ernment, were reported today 
to have shipped out more than 
$100,000,000 in gold and silver 
to the British colony of Hong- 
Kong, presumably for safekeep- 
ing in the event of war with 
Japan. 

It was reported every ship 
sailing for Hong Kong was 
loaded with large quantities of 
the precious metals.

Here Is Text of Roosevelt’s Letter 
To Barkley on Court Bill Future 


WASHINGTON, July 15.—(AP) 
The text of President’s Roosevelt’s 
letter to Senator Barkley, of Ken- 
tucky, the acting majority leader, 
follows: 

“July 15, 1937. 

“My dear Alben: 

“T am glad you called my at- 
tention to certain events of yes- 
terday and today. Lest there by 
any misunderstanding in regard 
to judicial reform, please let me 
clarify the situation. 

“Since the untimely death of 
our majority leader, I had hoped 
with you that at least until his 
funeral services had been held a 
decent respect for his memory 
would have deferred discussion 
of political and legislative mat- 
ters. 


“It is, therefore, witn regret 
that I find that advantge is be- 
ing taken of what, in all decen- 
cy, should be a period of mourn- 
ing. 

“Because of this. situation, 
however, I am compelled in the 
public interest, though against 
every inclination, to write to 
you. 


“Over four years ago it be- 
came apparent to the American 
people and to the leadership of 
the new administration of the 
national government and to the 
newly elected congress. that 
grave problems of many kinds 
called for great reforms. The 
American people, in an over- 
whelming majority, recognized 
the need for bank reform, for 
agricultural reform, for labor re- 
form, for housing reform and for 
judicial reform. 


“IT cite the above merely as 
examples. Other lesser reforms 
went hand in hand with them 
as national needs. The congress 
and the administration effected 
during the first four years many 
of these reforms. The reform of 
the processes of justice, the need 
for which was nothing new, was 
recommended by me on February 
5 of this year. The time had 
come to act. 


PEOPLE AND CONGRESS 
DESIRE OBJECTIVE 

“In my message to congress I 
set fourth objectives. With these 
objectives the overwhelming ma- 
jority of the people of this coun- 
try were in accord. With these 
objectives the overwhelming ma- 
jority of the congress were in 
accord. 

“Proposed tentative legislation 
was drawn at that time to facili- 
tate discussion of methods in 
both houses of the congress and 
discussion commenced immedi- 
ately in the congress and 
throughout the country. 

“Tet me make clear once more 
the objectives. They constituted 
improvements in the process’ of 
justice in all federal courts, from 
the lowest to the highest. These 
improvements include systematic 
addition of younger judges to all 
such courts in which ther~ were 
judges beyond retirement age 
who had not taken advantage of 
retirement privileges — for the 
dual purpose of helping the older 
judges give a maximum of jus- 
tice in a minimum of time, and 
of keeping the social viewpoints 
of the courts abreast of chang- 
ing conditions. Those improve- 
ments also contemplated ade- 
quate machinery for supervision 
by the supreme court of the ex- 
peditious dispatch of business by 
the lower courts, and for get- 
ting constitutional questions to 
the supreme court without de- 
lay.

GRAND JURY PROBE 
OF ELECTION ASKED 


Macon Recount Fails To Re- 
veal Change in Result 


of Balloting. 


MACON, Ga., July 15.—(P)— 
Appeal for a grand jury investi- 
gation of last Friday’s municipal 
balloting followed completion to- 
day of a vote recount by the city 
Democratic executive committee. 

The appeal was made by Edard 
F,. Taylor, campaign manager for 
G. Glen Toole, defeated candidate 
for mayor, in letters addressed to 
Judge W. A. McClellan and So- 
licitor Charles H. Garrett, of the 
Macon judicial circuit. 

Both Judge McClellan and So- 
licitor Garrett were out of the 
city and neither could be reached 
for comment. 

The committee recount was 
made on petition of three defeated 
aldermen—Lester Grady and 
Maurice Holloway, of the Bowden 
ticket, and Boyce E. Miller, of the 
Toole ticket. 

The recount uncovered several 
minor discrepancies, but resulted 
in no changes in the aldermanic 
slate announced last Saturday, 
Kenmore Burns Sr., chairman, 
Said. 

Mr. Taylor said in his letter he 
had information “there were sev- 
eral hundred votes cast illegally” 
in the Friday primary. 

The Toole campaign manager 
said there had been many rumors 
of illegal voting in the election, 
and offered his services to the 
court and grand jury in establish- 
ing the identity of a large number 
whom he said cast ballots without 
legal authority.

BOARD TO SETTLE 
~ RETIREMENT ROW 


Teacher Favoritism Charge 
Will Be Disposed Of 
at Next Meeting. 


Question of retirement of school 
teachers will be settled when the 
Board of Education next meets, 
Ed S. Cook, president of the board, 
said yesterday. 


In reply to charges of discrim- 
ination against some teachers by 
Dr. Willis A. Sutton, school su- 
perintendent, Cook said the board 
two years ago adopted a rule that 
teachers should retire at 65 and 
that it has been followed.’ 

“No one has questioned the wis- 
dom of this rule,” he stated. “It 
was flexible enough to allow the 
school administration the oppor- 
tunity of retiring teachers grad- 
ually by keeping for a year at a 
time those who were doing an out- 
standing job.” | 

He pointed out the rules com- 
mittee, which meets early in Au- 
gust, has before it a proposed rule 
to make the retirement at 65 years 
of age automatic. “This will solve 
the situation,” he said. Ernest 
Brewer and the Rev. H. Jack Penn, 
board members, led the attack on 
Sutton with charges of keeping 
some teachers by recommending 
their continuance but not recom- 
mending others.

Sometimes, however, battles and | 
wars take place between ant col-| 
onies which are about equal in| 
fighting power.

There are other 
causes as well. 

Some ants are armed with ice- 
tong or scissor jaws. Others have 
stings which will do harm if they 
reach a soft spot in the body of 
an enemy. Still others guard them- 
selves with a poison liquid, a kind 
of spray they make in their own 
bodies and which comes from their 
abdomens. This poison contains 
formic acid, and it is a powerful

The lack of volume, brokers re- 
ported, results mainly from the 
fact that those who hold stock for 
the turn are not ready to take 
profits, while the potential buy- 
ers prefer to await a dip before 
making new commitments. 

Traders believe that when and 
if the reaction does come it will 
be short-lived and purely tech- 
nical.

Leaves Ireland 
On Return Hop 


FOYNES, Irish Free State, July 
15.—(/)—The Pan-American Clip- 
per III rose smdothly off ‘the Riv- 
er Shannon tonight to begin its 
return flight across the North At- 
lantic. It was headed for Bot- 


wood, Newfoundland, where it 
started its west-east survey flight 
July 5. 

The official starting time was 
7:25 p. m. (1:25 p. m. Atlanta 
time). 

Pass in Midocean. 

Captain Harold E. Gray estimat- 
ed the voyage would take about 
16 1-2 hours. He said he expected 
to pass in mid-ocean the Cale- 
donia, British plane, which made 
the trip in 15 hours and nine min- 
utes a week ago.

4? PLANES REPEAT 
SEARCH FOR FLIERS 


Last Shred of Optimism Is 
Gone as Hunt Drags 
Through 13th Day. 


HONOLULU, July 15.—(4)— 
Fifteen hundred sweltering sail- 


ors labored on today toward the 
finale of their heroic but forlorn 
quest of the south seas for Amelia 
Earhart and Frederick J. Noonan. 

Forty-two planes again left the 
decks of the Aircraft Carrier Lex- 
ington for their third sweep of 
the equatorial seas about How- 
land Island. 

Three and one-half hours later 
the air fleet returned, empty- 
handed as usual, to the Lexing- 
ton. 

The left flank of the fleet re- 
ported encountering impenetrable 
rain squalls. Searchers said the 
area it was supposed to have cov- 
ered would be gone over again 
tomorrow. 

Sharks were numerous in the 
area, several were caught from the 
Lexington’s decks and the fliers 
reported sighting many whales. 

Zero hopes and sizzling tem- 
peratures marked the final phase 
of the disheartening search. Rain 
squalls during the night alleviat- 
ed somewhat the oppressive heat 
but the last shred of optimism was 
gone from the searchers’ minds. 

Thirteen days have elapsed since 
Miss Earhart and Noonan disap- 
peared, presumably near How- 
land, while attempting to fly 2,- 
570 miles from New Guinea to 
the tiny American insular outpost 
near the equator.

Hughes Forgets 
Supreme Court 
During Vacation 


LITTLETON, N. H., July 15.— 
(P\—Chief Justice Charles Evans 
Hughes, now an ardent hiker over 
near-by White Mountains trails, 
has set himself a three-mile daily 
stint while resting from the cares 
of the supreme court. 

Carefully guarded against auto- 
graph hunters and any others who 
might interrupt the privacy of his 
vacation, the 75-year-old head 
jurist of the nation is living quiet- 
ly with Mrs. Hughes in an attrac- 
tive wooden bungalow maintained 
by a local inn. 

Hotel clerks and telephone op- 
erators aét as his secretaries in 
fending off visitors and the curi- 
ous from his antique-filled resi- 
dence, known as the “old-fashion- 
ed cottage.” 

To all outward appearances, at 
least, the chief justice has been 
paying but little attention to the 
congressional controversy in 
Washington over the supreme 
court, noW temporarily lulled.

CONVICTED 3D TIME 


Death Recommended for 
Clarence Norris in At- 
tack Six Years Ago. 


DECATUR, Ala., July 15.—(P)— 
Clarence Norris, negro, was con- 
victed today for the third time of 
rape, in the Scottsboro case, by a 
jury which recommended § the 
death penalty. 

Twice saved from electrocution 
by the United States supreme 
court, Norris listened stolidly. 

The verdict was the second re- 
turned in the retrials of nine ne- 
groes accused of assaulting two 
white women aboard a freight 
train six years ago. 

“I will appeal the sentence to 
hell and back,” declared Samuel 
S. Leibowitz, of New York, chief 
of defense counsel. 

Judge W. W. Callahan said he 
would sentence Norris next week. 

The court room was only half 
filled as the jury of 12 white men 
filed in. Spectators heard the ver- 
dict without a demonstration. 


‘Pain Killer’ Developed 


To Ease Tooth-Drilling | 


ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., July 
15.—(#)—Two New York re- 
searchers announced before the 
American Dental Association to- 
day a new “pain killer” they 
described as a major step to- 
ward destroying the pain of 
tooth-drilling. 

“Tabesthesin” is the name 
given the new chemical by its 
discoverers, Drs. Harold A. Os- 
serman and Abraham’ Taub, 
who developed it at Columbia 
University’s College of Phar- 
macy after three and a half 
years of experimentation. 

Dr. Osserman told the dentists 
today it killed all pain in 80 
per cent of the cases in which it 
has been tried so far, and was 
partially effective in all but 
four per cent of the remaining 
cases,
